Concrete 
Structure 


Damaged by Moisture, 


Selleck Says. 


Most of the recent stadium talk 


has been concerned with when 
and how Nebraska TJ's big con- 
crete structure would be enlarged 


It develops there is a more 


pressing problem than that—sav- 
ing the present structure from the 
erosion and decay caused by water 
dripping thru the huge blocks of 
concrete 
This seepage, resulting 


from 
improper drainage which 


causes pools of water to stand in 
various parts of the stadium, has 
been working its way thru the 
concrete since the stadium was 
completed in 1923 with the result 
that some of the reinforcing steel 
rods have been rusted until they 
can't be supporting 10 percent of 
their original load 


John Selleck 
says 
something 


must be done within the next two 
years and possibly sooner, to stop 
this rapid deterioration and that it 
will cost 
serious 
money—from 


?60 000 to $80,000 


A test was made some years 


ago of an asphalt covering in the 
boxes on both aides 
This has 


proved satisfactory, 
turning the 


water and protecting the concrete 
Tt has worn wQll, too But -when 
it comes to the stadium proper, it 
is going to mean that all seats in 
the two sides must be removed 
to put down the asphalt and when 
they are taken out there will be 
nothing salvaged from them ex- 
cept kindling wood They are that 
far gone now 
So it not only 


means the expense of literally 
"paving" both sides of the sta- 
dium, but all new seats must be 
installed 


Expert engineers who have dealt 


in concrete say it is. impossible to 
get a thin layer of it to stick on 
an already constructed condrete 
base It chips and cracks 


Business Manager Selleck ad- 


mitted that there's a problem here 
that must be met soon 


"This disintergation must be ar- 


rested 
There is no immediate 


worry but it can't be forestalled 
much longer," he said 


The Husker business manager 


thinks the work will have to be 
done section by section, as finances 
permit.

Because of a corn surplus esti- 


mated to be twice as large as nor- 
mal the AAA is asking belt farm- 
ers to reduce their planting opera- 
tions about 20 percent 
Growers 


are free to comply with the pro- 
gram or to ignore it 


AAA officials explained that if 


a large percentage of the corn 
growers overplanted acreage allot- 
ments, production probably would 
be much larger than needed to 
supply the demand In such a case, 
Secretary Wallace would have to 
order a referendum on a proposal 
to limit sales 
thru 
marketing 


quotas 


Wallace said in a radio speech 


"If 
the

quotas really were as anxious as 
we are to avoid a situation which

NAVY EXPANSION BILL 


IS GIVEN TO F. D. R. 


No Record Vote as Senate 


Approves Largest Fleet 


in History 


WASHINGTON (UP) The sen- 


ate passed and sent to President 
Roosevelt the $1156,000,000 naval 
expansion program designed 
to 


give the United States the most 
powerful navy in its history 


There was no record vote as 


Vice President Garner~gaveled the 
measure thru to final approval 


Final approval was given the 


bill after the neutrality bloc at- 
tacked a provision which would 
give Mr. Roosevelt discretion to 
determine 
whether 
the 
United 
States 
shoulo 
build 
45-000-ton 


dreadnau£hta—the largest in naval 
history. 
The bill contains authorization 


for construction of battleships to- 
taling- 105,000 tons, sufficient for 
three 35,000 ton vessels However, 
tt provides that the president may 
increase the authorization to 135,- 
000 tons for three 45,000 ton bat- 
tleships if he considers such ton- 
nage necessary 


Chairman David I Walsh, (d, 


Mass ), of the naval affairs com- 
mittee pointed out that the navy 
department does not desire to build 
ships in excess of the present ton- 
nage of 35 00 Otons, unless it is de-

RELIEF BILL, PROGRESS. 
The 3 billion dollar appropria- 


tion bill for relief purposes, a bill 
Which contemplates spending and 
lending on a scale comparable with 
that on which spending and lencl- 


• ing operations have been carried 


on in the past, has passed the 
house by a vote of 329 to 70. There 
was no concerted resistance. Even 
the 70 who voted "No" would be 
hard put to it if asked to explain 
their votes. And they certaml3' 
would be in a difficult spot if it 
Were demanded of them that they 
offer a substitute 
measure de- 


signed to combat the present evils 
which, the country faces. That is 
the unfortunate part of the relief 


_ situation. 


The house presumably felt from

Knowing- 
no other approach to the problem 
than the one contemplated, house 
members could not see that their 
presence In the house during- the 
debate was at all essential. The 
members did put In an appearance 
in considerable numbers at the 
night session when the final vote 
was taken and 399 of the 43S cast 
votes. The five Nebraskans al 
voted in favor of the bill.

TAX-FREE SECURITIES. 


Most persons aside from thosi 


who hold tax-exempt bonds ar< 
agreed that this is an unjustified 
policy of taxation, and that thi 
form Jn which property is hel< 
should not determine whether i 
should be called upon to bear it 
full share of costs of government 
At the present time there ar 
15 billions of government bonds aru 
19 billion dollars of bonds issuec 
by states and minor political sub 
divisions that are wholly exemp 
from any form of taxation. I 
addition there are about 22 bil 
lions of federal securities that ar 
partially exempt, carrying a bur 
den of inheritance levies and sur 
tax charges. 


The proposal of the presiden 


that these types of securities b 
subject to the same taxation 
other property applies only t 
future issues. The reason is tha 
If all of them were taxed ther 
would be little or nothing left fo 
holders. Government bond issue 
average 2.75 percent interest ro 
turn, and in many subdivisions th 
tax levy exceeds that perccntag 
of value. A very largo volume o 
bondi Issued by counties, state 
•nd school districts carries inter 
*st rates running between 3 and 
percent. In many districts the in 
tcrest return would not equal th 
taxes.

SPARRING MATCH. 


A round of polite and rather 


ong range sparring between the 
hief justice of the supreme court 
and the secretary of agriculture, 
nhvened things m Washington on 
he day when the relief bill pushed 
ts sluggish and almost unopposed 
jvay thru the house of representa- 
ives. 


Chief Justice Hughes made a 


ipeech in which he criticized un- 
named judges as unqualified and 
called on administrative agencies 
if the government to display judi- 
cial "impartiality 
and 
indepen- 


dence." He did not mention Wai- 
ace's agricultural department al- 
ho some of his listeners recalled 
.he recent supreme court decision 
nvalidating a Wallace order re- 
ducing rates charged by commis- 
sion men in the Kansas City live- 
stock market. This order was in- 
validated on the ground that com- 
mission men were not given oppor- 
:unity to rebut findings of fact 
made by an examiner of the agri- 
culture department. 


Wallace was more direct. He ad- 


dressed a letter to the chief justice, 
contents of which he made public, 
n which he declared that the rui- 
ng- in the case mentioned above 
was a reversal of a position taken 
by the court in a decision handed 
down two years ago. He further 
added that this particular case was 
inherited *by his 
administration 


from the one immediately preced- 


"You will recall," Wallace wrote, 


'that when you remanded this 
aame case to the lower court in 
May, 1936, you discussed this ques 
tion and at that time you wrote: 
We cannot say that that particu- 
ar type of procedure was essential 
to the validity of the hearing.' The 
statute does not require Jt and 
what the statute does not require 
relates to substance and not form. 
Altho you pointed out that such 
procedure in all cases arising under 
the packers and stockyards act 
and similar legislation. I am glad 
to know that the court now has 
approved the procedure which the 
department already had inaugur- 
ated." 


The public will be gratified to 


learn 
that the 
department, 20 


months In advance of the latest 
court decision, instituted the pro- 
cedure demanded by the court last 
month. It must be assumed from 
this that the department was 
guided by a sense of fairness or a 
fear that the court would act as it 
has.

emergency the continued distribu- 
tion of newspapers would be a 
vital factor in maintaining public 
morale." An interesting point is 
that all lorry drivers and their 
attendants transporting newspap- 
ers to the railheads will be dressed 
in reasonably proofed clothing. 
Arrangements are b e i n g made 
with publishers for the use of 
cheap wrapping paper which can 
be thrown away and replaced if 
contaminated by gas.

Bedrooms in the office for the 
use of the staff who may be work- 
ing in shifts during an emergency, 
and a big canteen service in case 
the air raid should be prolonged. 


Prof. Clifford Hicks, in an ad- 
dress to the representatives of the 
Lincoln and Columbus chambers 
of 
commerce, analyzed 
known 
facts about the 
depression and 
discussed factors that have had a 
ng influence in preventing recov- 
ery. He made it clear that tax 
money taken from business thru 
:axations, 
does not get 
back 


•eadily into the channels of indus- 
:ry, while money spent for manu- 
'actured products, if again used in 
wage payments and to build up a 
surplus for the manufacturer, finds 
ts way eventually into 
trade 
channels and supplies a reservoir 
for future capital outlays. Capital 
outlay keeps production on a con- 
tinued basis and makes for labor 
employment. 


The trade trippers were happy, 
as they heard less that was dis- 
couraging and more that was 
lopeful than is usual. Indications 
are that Nebraska is coming- back 
and nothing more is necessary to 
make every class happy. 


A noticeable decrease is seen in

for HOLC in the past, said that 
since the first of the year he has 
4ad no instructions along these 
Lines. Being rather frank, he says 
it is very likely because this is a 
campaign year, and every time an 
HOLC borrower is dispossessed of 
his property the administration 
Loses from two to four votes. 


Discussing HOLC loans recently 
a Lincoln real estate man ex- 
pressed the hope that those m 
charge of these loans in the past 
in other parts of the country have 
been less generous than in a num- 
ber of instances where he has had 
reason, locally, to inform himself. 
In the present depressed 
real 
estate market, in his opinion, 
HOLC stands to lose heavily be- 
cause houses taken over cannot be 
sold for the amount of the mort- 
gage plus expenses of foreclosure. 
It will cost something to hold 
these for better prices. This tends 
to fortify a somewhat general 
opinion that a number of small 
home owners sold out to the gov- 
ernment, via the loan route, at a 
profit.

It is declared by those familiar 
with the Mexican situation that 
President Cardenas has been put 
n an awkward and untenable posi-

. First, they made 600 demands 
upon the oil companies and thru 
a so-called national labor board in 
Mexico City secured an order com-

Drornpt protest in vigorous terms 
tiad been made. Even today, the 
department of state appears to 
lave dawdled along without mak- 
ing manifest to Mexico that Amer- 
ican properties cannot be seized 
without making prompt payment 
for them. And it ia known that 
Mexico's financial 
condition is 
such that her government cannot 
pay foreign claims. 


If American oil properties can 
be seized with impunity in Mexico 
ind no payment made, then Amer- 
ican property of all kinds in for' 
eign countries suddenly becomes 
:nsecure, and this involves many 
billions of dollars. Foreign trade is 
considered one of the essential 
parts of any sound recovery pro- 
gram in America, but there can 
nardly be any tendency on the 
part of American citizens to invest 
abroad if their own government 
refuses to protect such 
invest- 
ments with 
the ordinary 
safe- 
guards of international law. 
Likewise, it is doubtful if eco- 
nomic conditions in Mexico can 
improve as long as the business 
interests of the United States 
have the notion that the Mexican 
government is acting arbitrarily 
with respect to American property. 
All the hard work done by the 
Mexicans 
themselves to foster 
tourist trade and good relations 
with their northern neighbor \vil3 
go for naught if the department of 
state and the Mexican government 
do not soon reach a satisfactory 
settlement 
of 
the 
oil problem 
which is as unprecedented as it is 
dangerous to future investments 
abroad.

When foot covering is necessary 


o protect the feet the more closely 
t follows the soft moccasin type 
he better. 


No stiffening whatever 
should 


>e used in the footwear of chil- 
dren under 5 years of age. 


No heels should be permitted on 


shoes worn by girls under 12 years 
't age. 


Every child, for that matter 


every adult, should go barefoot or 
wear only soft moccasins or un- 
restraining sandals whenever and 
wherever this i» reasonably pos- 
sible.

CROP INSURANCE

tered the newly formed Federa 
Crop Insurance corporation, auth- 
orized in the agricultural adjust- 
ment act of 1938. Wheat growers 
may obtain insurance against loss 
of yield resulting: from all unavoid- 
able causes, beginning with the 
wheat crop planted for harvest in 
1939. The amount of insurance a 
farmer can carry is limited to 75 
or 50 percent of the ten year aver- 
age yield of his farm. Coverage 
will vary according to the produc- 
tive ability of the farm. 
Premium rates will be based on 


the crop loss experience of the in- 
dividual farm and of the county 
in which the f,arm is located. Pre- 
miums will range approximately 
from three-tenths to a half bushel 
an acre on the low risk wheat 
land in some parts of the corn 
belt, up to two and n half to three 
bushels an acre on the high risk 
wheat land in some parts of the 
great plains area. 
The premium 
rates will vary from farm to farm 
according to the risk. 
In general, the premium rate for 
a guarantee of 50 percent coverage 
will be about half to a third as 
high as for a guarantee of 75 per- 
cent coverage 
The progi am will he 
carried 
out by the crop insurance corpo- 
ration, working thru the facilities 
of the AAA service. In each ma-

In several respects, the crop in- 
surance program ties in with the 
1938 AAA program. Crop insur- 
ance regulations say "Applications 
for insurance shall be accepted only 
with respect to farms upon which 
soil conversation and other good 
farming1 practices are being fol- 
lowed " Regulations also provide 
that farmers who overplant their 
wheat acreage allotments under the 
AAA program to the extent that 
the penalty for overplanting the 
wheat allotment exceeds the pay- 
ment for keeping within the allot- 
ment, will be ineligible for ci op 
insurance in 1940. 
"Under the AAA program each 
wheat farmer has a wheat acreage 
illotment," Smith explained. Crop 
insurance regulations do not mean 
that in order to obtain insurance 
every wheat farmer must partici- 
pate in the AAA program. They 
mean that farmers must keep their 
wheat acreage reasonably within 
their wheat acreage 
allotments;

SAY JUDGMENT MEANS RUIN 


Albion Residents Seek Re- 


versal of Large Verdict. 
Attorneys for R. T. Flotree and 


a number of other former stock- 
holders of the now defunct, Farm- 
era State bank of Albion asked the 
supreme court Friday to set aside 
the judgment for $70,985 entered 
against them m the Boone county 
district court in favor of the state 
banking department. Suit was on 
a contract guaranteeing the pay- 
ment of deposit and debts. Right 
former directors, three 
of them 
now dead, and seven stockholders, 
one now deceased, are defendants. 
They say that they signed with the 
explicit 
understanding that all 
stockholders and depositors would 
join in the agreement, btu this con- 
dition was never fulfilled because 
of the descent of the depression 
upon that section. 
The attorneys say that if the de- 
cision is affirmed it will reduce to 
pauperism the few who wanted to

a chance to avoid their stock lia- 
bility, to fig:uiatively thumb their 
noses at those who signed as well 
as the banking department itself. 
Some of the defendants allege that 
their names 
were secured by 


fraudulent misrepresentations that 
did not 
disclose the 
liability to 
which they were exposing them- 
selves. Their contention is that a 
contract signed on condition that 
others will also sign in unen- 
forcible if they failed to do so. 


LESS TO HELP DEPENDENTS 
Assistance Funds Now Given 


on Summer Basis. 


The board of control distributed 


$6,556 less of state and federal 
assistance to the counties for the 
month of May than for the month 
of April.

WOULD CHANGE CURRICULUM 


Dean Henzlik and Committee 


Advise Revisions. 


Realizing that high school enrol- 


ment over the country increased 
from 200,000 students some 40 
years ago to around 6,400,000 to- 
day, 
Dean F. E. Henzhk of the 


University of Nebraska teachers 
college and his committee of the 
North Central association on sub- 
ject matter preparation of secon- 
dary school teacheis advised the 
association at its recent national 
convention that "the neat little col- 
lege prepaiatory course offered by 
high schools yesterday has had to 
be enormously inci eased and di- 
versified to meet changed con- 
ditions today." 
Dean Henzhk's committee, com- 


posed of nationally known educa- 
tors, spent all of last year making 
an exhaustive study of the needs 
for curriculum levisement for the 
purpose of helping the colleges, 
universities, and secondary schools 
to an understanding of the type of 
tiaining needed today by the stu- 
dent who expects to teach m the 
high schools of the country. 


The committee definitely pointed 
out that the curriculum in the sec- 
ondary schools has been moving 
toward a broader coverage of the 
essential activities of everyday life, 
that a great majority of the high 
school graduates ai e in need of 
something more practical than a 
college iirepaiatoiy course and 
that most of the institutions en- 
gaged in the education of high 
school teacheis are actually out of 
step with the demands of the times. 
The committee r e c o m m ends 
"that a broad general education is 
basic to the sound preparation of 
prospective high school teachei s 
and that, while specialization is 
essential, it should be in broad 
fields " Dean Henzlik also empha- 
sized the fact that the preparation 
of the teacher should make clear 
the application of her subject mat- 
ter to the problems of citizenship, 
vocation, health, home, and the en- 
joyment of leisure. The committee 
also went on record in favor of 
certificating bodies requiring pros- 
pective teachers to give evidence 
of their background of general ed- 
ucation pfus specialized pi epai a- 
tion in two broad fields.

Public Favors Punishing Any WPA 


Officials Who Try to Coerce Voters

NEW YORK. — Public opinion 
overwhelmingly endorses the re- 
cent suggestion of Representative 
Bruce Barton that congress should 
provide penitentiary sentences for 
any federal spending official who' 
influences the vote of persona re- 
ceiving- government funds. Nearly 
nine out of every ten 
voters 
reached in a nationwide canvass 
favor Representative Barton'a idea. 
The survey was completed by 
the American Institute of Public 
Opinion just before WPA Admin- 
istrator Hopkins, apparently wor- 
ried lest politics creep into the 
administering of relief, began send- 
ing every WPA worker a letter 
assuring him that he would not 
lose his Job because of the way he 
votes in any election. The letter 
added the warning that all WPA 
officials who attempt to influence 
the vote of persons on relief will 
be dismissed. 
The institute survey asked vot- 
ers in all walks of life: 
"Would you favor a law making 
it a crime for a relief official to 
attempt to influence the vote of 
persona on relief?"

A majori ty of both democrats 
and republicans in the survey 
favor such a law. So do most per- 
sons who are on relief, their vote 
being 82 percent for the law, 18 
percent against it. 


Issue Vital Before Election*. 


The issue of politics In spending 
is particularly important now with 
the Roosevelt administration em- 
barking on a huge spending pro- 
gram, and with the congressional 
elections only six monthi off. Many ob- 
servere have pointed to the great power 
which the federal government can exercise 
over voters simply thru the distribution of 
money. 
New deal critics argue that the govern- 
ment need not try to Influence voters di- 
rectly thru the use of crude threats. They 
claim that the gentle rain ot chwcks will 
In Itself produce the desired crop ot new 
deal votes. In the words of Vice President 
Garner "you can't beat a government that 
has four billion dollars to spend s* ft 
pleases." Administrator Hopkins Is simply 
trying to prevent the more obvious forms 
of coercion, and in thlf effort he has strong 
public support.

Schedule Attacked as Too 


High for Trucks. 


Information as to what is a 
proper rate truckers should charge 
for the transportation of junk and 
scrap Iron was sought by the rail- 
way commission Friday in a hear- 
ing asked for by truckers and junk 
dealers alike. The present rate for 
these hauls is fourth class, which 
is 45 percent of first class, but 
both truckers and dealers say that 
this Is too high, and as a result 
none of it is moving by truck. Rail- 
roads make a special commodity 
rate. 
Kate-making for this industry is 


difficult for the reason that Junk 
men and truckers go from 
one 
point to another picking up a part 
of a load here and part of a load 
there and when they get a full load 
deliver it at a concentration point, 
from which it Is shipped in volume 
to consuming- centers and big city 
markets.

Money's Power to Hurt. 


Money had not atrophied this 


young: man's finer qualities. 
In- 


.self upon the great and increasing [deed, rightly used, money is the 
ssue of class cleavag-c is bound to 
look up all available reliable au- 
thorities on the subject. 
No se- 


rious-minded person dares to be 
indifferent to it. Of course, it at 
once becomes necessary to learn 
the opinion of the world's great- 
est Teacher of morals and social 
relationships upon this question 
Which means that the incident of 
Jesug and the rich young ruler is 
of current interest; that it is the 
present Sunday school lesson is a 
timely coincidence. 
Jesus, on His way thru the 
country east of the Jordan, during 
the month preceding His cruci- 
fixion, had been talking about the 
kingdom of heaven. His words had 
been very impressive and allur- 
ing-, and a certain wealthy young 
man of fine parts, a prominent 
citizen, was so attracted that he 
came running to the Teacher, and 
kneeling—an e> traordinary mark 
of 
deference —inquired, 
"Good 


greatest means to true culture. On 
the other hand, there are men 
business today who notoriously 
have metal hearts; close and con- 
stant contact with gold has dead- 
ened their spiritual natures. They 
are now little more than animated 
money bags; mere misers. Some- 
how, 
money has this quality. 


Over-prized, it dulls the spirit'sis 


be 
of 


, 


finest 
sensibilities. 
There 
scarcely any fate more to 
dreaded by a young person 
noble qualities than that of be 
coming immersed in money get- 
ting and money hoarding. 
Fortunately, this danger had 
been escaped by the rich young 
ruler. He possessed good impulses 
and a sense of the value of spir- 
itual things. He wanted more than 
he had; he was ambitious for real 
life, and he had learned that pos- 
sessions do not constitute life. 


Goods and Goodness. 


Both goods and goodness were 
this fortunate young roan's pos- 


sessions. In answer to the ques- 
tion of Jesus, he declared that he 
nad kept the commandments from 
tils youth up. He must have 
spoken modestly, and as truly as 
le knew how, for Jesus was 
drawn to him in affection; he was 
ihe type of man whom the Master 
would love to have for a disciple 
and companion. 
So to test the depth of the seek- 
er's desire, Jeaus made him sell 
what he had and give to the poor, 
and then to join the band of dis- 
ciples who followed Jesus. This 
waa a severe requirement; it 
touched the man in his most sensi- 
tive spot. 
Not until w« come to lay a 
finger upon the financial nerve do 
we prove the innermost character 
of a person. Plenty of persons ars 
converted—all except their pocket- 
books. As the phrase has it, this 
young man's eager devotion was 
not a "purse-and-all-congecration." 
Jesus applied the money test, not 
for the sake of the money, but for 
the sake of the young man. God 
still, aaks for our gifts because He 
wants us ourselves. It was proof 
of allegiance 
to the uttermost 
that the Master sought. 
An underlying principle of re- 
ligion is that "God will not be king 
at all unless He can be king in 
all." Anything that stands in the 
way of a free and harmonious re- 
lation of a human spirit with its 
Maker (and oftenest, one might 
venture to say, this barrier is 
money), must be sacriifced. God is 
"a jealous God;" He demands first 
place in the hearts of all disciples, 
It is vain to hope for the re- 
wards of religion here or hereafter 
so long as God is denied complete 
sovereignty over life. This attrac- 
tive seeker after truth had a noble 
impulse; so far, good; but he had 
not, what is equally essential, the 
courage to follow the truth he 
found. He wanted life, but he also 
wanted goods, and in the testing, 
he chose the latter—only to have 
his 
property 
ravaged 
by 
the 
Romans a few years later. 
A Tight Squeeze for the Plethoric. 
Startling and paradoxical were 
the words uttered by Jesus when 
the rich young man chose wrongly. 
He declared it a moral impossibil- 
ity for a rich man to enter heaven. 
Only the illimitable power of God, 
with whom all things are possible. 
He declared, enables the rich man 


to 
become a 
member of the 
eternal kingdom. He said, "It is 
easier for a camel to go thru a 
needle's eye, than for, a rich man 
to enter into the kingdom of God." 
This strong figure has been 
toned down by some commentators 
by the statement that Jesus may 
have meant the small gate in the 
city's wall intended only for pedes- 
trians, thru which a belated camel 
could enter only by being stripped 
of his burdens and trappings. This 
is ingenious, but unlikely; and has 
no warrant in Oriental conditions 
as I know them. Jesus' words 
probably meant just what their 
surface significance indicated. He 
wanted to use a striking figure of 
impossibility; He plainly says that, 
from the moral standpoint, the ad- 
mission of the man who trusts in 
riches into the heavenly kingdom 
is impossible, but he adds, "all 
things are possible with God." 
Doubtless many monied persons 
today share the disciples* amaze- 
ment at this seemingly extrava- 
gant speech o».' the Teacher, who 
was no demagog. It is a common 
belief that money can do anything. 
But it cannot open the gates of 
heaven; rather it can hinder en- 
trance thereto. 


Riches That Endure. 


There are riches that perish and 
riches that last; and the wise man 
seeks to be rich for two worlds. 
This was brought out by Peter's 
somewhat 
nonplussed 
question, 
apropos of the subject of riches, as 
to what would be the portion of 
those who left all and followed 
Jesus. 
Thereupon the Master enunci- 
ated the teaching, which history 
has vindicated, that in the present 
life Christianity makes manifest 
compensation for every sacrifice. 
Purely as a present-world trans- 
action, religion is profitable.

for Predecessors.

W A S H I N G T O N.—John W. 


Hanes has been gazetted under- 
secretary of the treasury. 
If the 


plan goes thi u, the shiewd and 
genial SEC commissioner will find 
himself 
installed

where the ghosts of tottured pred- 
ecessors shriek and gibber behind 
every curtain. 


Somehow or other, jobs in the 
treasury seem to be the black 
aces of the new deal. Prof. O. M. 
W. Sprague was lured from his 
peaceful authouty at the Bank of 
England, only to be put in the cold- 
est Coventry in Washington. Prof. 
George Warren deserted his Cor- 
nell chicken coops to manage the 
dollar, and soon wished himself 
back among the hens. And only 
the other (lay, Jacob Vjner, one 
of the ablest economists who ever 
served the government, shook the 
treasury's moldermg dust from his 
feet with the remark: 


"I'm tired of the job and I don t 


like the way things are run here." 


But if economists have a hard 


time at the treasury, undersecre- 
taries must be prepared to fac 


' a regular administrative infe-rnu 


Why it should be, na one knows. 
unless it is because of the presi- 
dent's insistence on running the 
treasury in hia own way. The rec- 
ord simply shows that an under- 
secretary's lot is not m happy one, 
and that is all there is to it. 
Th« First Victim. 


Oddly enough, the first man to 


serve the new deal as undersecre- 
tary of the treasury was the re- 
publican stalwart, Arthur BaJlan- 
tine, as a holdover from the Hoo- 
ver era. He stayed on thru the 
first days of the 1933 banking col- 
lapse, and departed as soon as the 
crisis was over. And of all the 
men who have held the post in the 
Roosevelt administrations, he was 
the only man except Henry Mor- 
genttftau to leave it in peace, with 
a contented heart. 


The post's first real victim was 


one of the best public officials ever 
recruited by the president—D«an 
G. Acheson. Acheson seemed to 
have every qualification for the 
job. He was intelligent, liberal, 
agreeable, well acquainted with 
the highways and byways of fi- 
nance, finely equipped to handle 
different economic problems. 


Unhappily, 
his 
most 
difficult 


problems were not so much eco- 
nomic as personal. In those days* 
the president 
waa running the 


treasury himself even more than 
he does now, and in such inform*! 
fashion that Acheson received at 
least one vitally important com- 
mand at the president's bedside, 
between 
presidential 
gulps 
of 


breakfast 
coffee 
and 
the 
gay 


shouts and joyous cries of little 
Sistie and Buzzie Dall, who kept 
interrupting their grandfather by 
stuffing their little hands" in his 
mouth. 


Acheson lasted just six months. 


He and the president came to, the 
parting of the ways on gold poli- 
cies, which he did not consider 
constitutional.

Morgenthau, then Thomas Jeffer- 
son Cooliclge, then Roswell MagilL 
Neither Coolidge nor Magill had to 
go thru quite as much as Acheson, 
but their life was far from placid. 


Coolidge, a conservative Boston 


banker, 
expected to serve as a 


financial technician. Unfortunate- 
ly, his political instincts were so 
horrified by the goings on in the 
new deal that a cat on a griddle 
would have had more 
ease 
and 


peace of mind. When Coolidge re- 
turned at last to Boston, to vote 
republican m 1936, Magill 
was 


brought from Columbia to reform 
the tax system. And now he too 
is going, with a bad taste in his 
mouth, and the tax system just 
about as dreadful as it ever was. 


It was Secretary 
Morgenthau 


who first conceived the scheme of 
handing the black act to 
John 


Hanes. The treasury roster 
has 
lately been denuded of big names, 
and no doubt Morgenthau hoped 
Hanes would dress his office up a 
bit. 


Morgenthau took the notion to 


the president, who consented 
to 


Hanes' transfer from the SEC on 
condition that Hanes be allowed 
to continue his peace making be- 
tween business and the new deal. 
And thus Hanes is expected to do 
double duty, as a hard working 
treasury official and an interme- 
diary in the current civil war. In 
fact, it looks as tho he might be 
worse off than any of the unfor- 
tunates who went before him. 
Hanes is charming, remarkably 


clever and exceedingly 
sensible. 


Yet an Insurance actuary

give a better chance of survival to 
a man with a rattlesnake in either 
pocket, standing in the crossfire of 
a machine gun battery.

Found Occasionally 
and Is Contagious

RECENTLY I received I letter 


from a worried young: man. He 
had contracted an Infection of the 
Bkin of the face known a« "bar- 
ber's itch". 
What worried him 
most was the fear that he had ac- 
quired an incurable affliction. 
"Impetigo contagiosa" Is the btg 
medical name for barber's itch. It 
is an infection of the skin in any 
part of the bearded area. Some- 
times the doctors speaks of it as 
"sycosis", Although this is a high- 
ly contagious disease, it is definitely 
curable. But, it must not be for- 
gotten, the 
Infection is easily 


flpread from one individual to an- 
other. 
The name was applied originally 
because it could be traced to bar- 
ber shops where faulty hygienic 
measures were practiced. 
I am 
glad to say that as a result of legal 
health precautions, this condition 
is almost never met at present. But 
if there Is any carelessness in the 
handling and care of brushes, tow- 
els, razors and other implements 
of the shop, the disease is bound 
to appear. It Is more common in 
Institutions and camps where one 
victim may spread the infection to 
others. 


Blisters First 


At first there are smal! Misters 
on the skin. These break and may 
discharge pus. As they dry a thin 
erust is left on the skin. The dis- 
ease will be recognized by the 
slightly turned up edges of the 
crust. 


If barber's Itch has been con- 
tracted, it is best to avoid shaving 
until the inflammation and other 
evidences of infection subside. The 
hair of the face may be clipped or 
cut, but the razor should be avoid- 
ed until all signs of acute trouble 
have 
disappeared. 
The hands 
should be carefully washed after 
handling the infected sores. The 
towels should be kept separate, and 
scissors and brushes must be care- 
fully cleansed. 
Neglect will result In rapid 
ipread of the Infection to other 
parts of the body. The soiled and 
contaminated hands easily spread 
the disease to the scalp and other 
hairy surfaces. It is very certain 
that if the disease is neglected or 
improperly treated It will be given 
to others. This Is commonly dohe 
through hand shaking or by can 
tact with soiled linen. 
It is best to consult at once with 
your doctor who will prescribe the 
necessary treatment.

All that foreign business was far 
away and unreal, incomprehensible 
to John, of no Interest whatever.

Only Past Important? 


But is it only past history that

What is the use of teaching- R 


child the history of the past unless 
it stimulatf-s their interest in cur- 
rent problems ? What is the use of 
the past without present or future 
attached to it? 


John's cousin, Tomr would occa- 


sionally "meas round" with the pa- 
per. 
"I've got to, for school," he 


would say, a little apologetically. 
"We have 'news' tomorrow, and I 
have to find something that Isn't 
murder, or about baseball, or any- 
thing like that."

Federal J u d g e Munger late 
^iur»day ligned an order approv- 
ing forms of acceptance of the 
plan of reorganization, dated May 
2, 1938, for Woods Brothers cor- 
poration, also determining manner 
in which acceptances are to be 
filed. It was the court's own order 
»s distinguished from form pro- 
posed earlier in the day by attor- 
neys. 


The court, for instance, struck 


fcodily section 6 from the propo- 
sal submitted for his approval. 
This section recited terms and pro- 
visions of a deposit agreement of 
Sept. 1, 1936, under which a bond- 
holders' 
committee was 
consti- 


tuted, and provisions of a commit- 
tee agreement of Jan. 12, 1938, 
under which a protective commit- 
tee for holders of preferred atock 
in the corporation, constituted and 
acting with respect to submission 
and adoption of plans of reorgan- 
ization and the binding of holders 
of certificates of deposits and per- 
•ons who have executed powers of 
attorney respectively to the plan 
of reorganization by reason of fail- 
ure to dissent therefrom. 


The proposed order suggested 
that the above, also in the case of 
holdera of bonds deposited under 
said agreement to withdraw bonds 
evidenced by their certificates of 
deposit, are not unfair nor incon- 
sistent with public policy. The pro- 
posal 
further 
stated that such 


manner and method of obtaining 
acceptances by the bondholders' 
committee and the protective com- 
mittee for stockholders, are hereby 
approved. Judge Munger refused 
to accept this section. He declined 
to go on record as approving all 
that had been done and so ignored 
this reference to "agreements." 


Generally Accepted. 


Other provisions of the proposed 


order, however, were generally ac- 
cepted. The order is upon petition 
of Edwin M. Stark, Charles A. 
Collins and H. Kenyon Pope as a 
bondholders' reorganization com- 
mittee, and Guy G. Henninger, 
John S. Jones and Frank Gustin 
as the protective committee for 
preferred stockholders. 


It is ordered that the debtor 


shall fix May 27 as a record date 
for the purpose of determining the 
holders of stock who shall be en- 
titled to consent to and accept a 
reorganization plan and to partici- 
pate in any hearing: upon the con- 
sideration of fairness of the plan 
and to make objections. At least 
ten days prior to May 27 debtor 
shall cause notice of fixing of reo- 
ord date to be published in a Lin- 
coln daily newspaper. 


This 
means 
that 
acceptance 


forma will go out after May 27. 
It is estimated that these will be 
mailed to upward of 1,000 bond- 
holders, 2,500 stockholders, per- 
haps 100 other creditors and to a 
few holders of common stojsk. 


The order provides that" debtor 


shall mail a copy at the proposed 
plan of reorganization to all cred- 
itors nnd stockholders but may 
have It clone by the bondholders' 
committee and the protective com- 
mittee and to all persons who have 
executed powers of attorney to the 
protective committee. It 
is 
re- 


quired that affidavits of mailing 
be submitted. 


Acceptances of the plnn may be 


filed only with D. H. McClenaJian, 
special master by or on behalf of 
bondholders, other creditors and 
stockholders. 


Acceptances on behalf of credi- 


tors or stockholders, filed by com- 
mittee or agent, may contain ap- 
propriate changes. 
Acceptances, 


it is ordered, shall be effective 
only in respect of claims which, 
prior to confirmation of the plan, 
.shall have 
been 
allower, 
eith 


linnlly or provisionally. 


It provides for the sending in of 


bonds with acceptance or certifi- 
cate of a Chicago or Lincoln bank 
or trust company or their corre- 
spondents showing; that they hold 
same. 
Bonds to be held by the 


ma.ster pending consummation or 
abandonment of the plan unless 
request is made for their return. 


The debtor shall pay the expense

Earlier in the day 
Hughes had made a speech m 
which, besides criticizing unnamed 
judges as unqualified, he called on 
administrative agencies of the gov- 
ernment to display judicial "im- 
partiality and independence." Al- 
tho he did not mention Wallace's 
department, his listeners were re- 
minded of a supreme court deci- 
sion April 25 invalidating a Wal- 
lace order reducing rates charged 
by commission men in the Kansas 
City livestock market. The order 
was invalidated on the ground the 
commission men were not given 
opportunity to rebut findings of 
fact made by an examiner of the 
agriculture department. 


Wallace, in addition to declaring 


thia was a reversal of a position 
taken two years ago, sent a letter 
to senators saying the effect of 
the supreme court decision was to 
give "the Kansas City commission 
men and their attorneys $700,000 
of impounded money which right- 
fully belongs to the farmers." 


Wallace aald that in the case In 


question the findings were not 
thrown open to rebuttal, but he 
contended that he inherited the 
caae from the Hoover administra- 
tion, and that 20 months ago he 
established the practice of permit- 
ting such rebuttals.

I 
believe this is the first contribution 
to the new movement. I hope it 
will inspire others to come for- 
ward with similar offers of assis- 
tance," he said.
